Postal Economy 
BOSTON ADVERTISER—Postmas- 
ter-General Burleson poses as an ad- 
vocate of economy, in administering 
the postal service. If the President 


had chosen a postmaster-general from 
the most inaccessible wilds of the Ap- 
palachians, one may wonder whether 
the service could have been any worse, 
today. Last week a certain piece of 
mail (first class) was expected at this 
office, but failed to arrive as expected. 
It was necessary, as the case was Uur- 
gent, to dispatch a messenger every 
hour to the central post office, and it 
was finally sorted out, just 22 hours 
after being mailed in New York! ‘If 
it had been delivered by carrier, the 
time might have been over 24 hours 
between mailing in New York and de- 
livery within a block of our post 
office. With efficient service it should 
not have taken a third of that time. 
That is an example of “cheap” service 
of the Burleson type—a service that 
hurts businéss of every kind, and 
may cause losses of millions to bus!- 
ness, in the long run, so that the Post- 
master-General may show a “saving 
of a few hundred dollars on his books!

REDUCTION IN 
OUTPUT OF BEER

LONDON, England--In connection 
with the new restrictions on the out-

When the diocese 
was forced to choose a successor to 
Phillips Brooks it turned to William 
‘Lawrence, not because he was a great 
preacher or theologian, but because of 
his wisdom as an executive guide and 
| because he was irenic in his attitude 
toward the differing schools within 
the church. He became bishop in 
'1893, and at the present time the dio- 
cese is free from partisan disputes, its 
pecuniary and economic affairs aré in 
businesslike shape, and its bishop, by 
reason of his statesmanlike plans for 
the better government of the denomi- 
nation, is now serving on some of its 
most important commissions. He has 
just carried through a campaign for a 
clergy retirement fund which has net- 
ted the church and the beneficiaries 
$6,500,000, and has giyen to the other 
religious organizations of the country 
facing the same problem a model for 
imitation that is fully indorsed by the 
highest actuarial talent in the coun- 
try. Bishop Lawrence is a fellow of 
the corporation that controls Harvard 
University and a trustee of Wellesley 
College. He will next be prominent 
in helping raise $10,000,000 for Har- 
vard University, which sum is to be 
used for increasing salaries and for

the total output of beer had fallen to 
30,300,000 standard barrels. The re-

This output of 30,300,000 standard 
barrels is known as the “1915” figure, 
and formed the datum for the restric- 
tion. enforced by the Output of Beer 
(Restriction) Act, 1916. This act re- 
stricts the output of beer during the 
year ending March 31, 1917, by 15 per 
cent of the “1915” figure; but as an 
alternative, brewers had the option of 
‘choosing as their datum period the 123 
months ending Sept. 30, 1914, in which 
cases the restriction enforced is 30 per 
cent of the quantity of beer produced 
in such period. This option was given 
to meet cases of variation in the popu- 
lation of certain areas brought about 
through migrations. The actual re- 
sult prescribed by the act is a maxi- 
mum output of 26,000,000 standard 
barrels. The basis of the further re- 
striction indicated in the food con- 
troller’s recent official announcemént 
is this figure of 26,000,000 barrels, and 
as from April 1, 1917, the output of 
beer will be restricted to 70 per cent 
of the output for the previous 12 
months. This will produce 18,200,000 
standard barrels per annum, and will 
be almost exactly equivalent to 60 per 
cent of the “1915” figure and 50 per 
cent of the immediate prewar output.

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GLASGOW’S MILK 
PRICE TO BE FIXED

GLASGOW, Scotland — Owing to its 
local customs Glasgow has found some 
‘difficulty in fixing the new maximum 
| price of milk in accordance with the 
'Price of Milk Order, 1916, and corre-

Food Controller on the points at issue. 
In Glasgow it is usual for dairymen 
to sell milk by money’s worth instead 
of by imperial measure.

GERMAN TOY TRADE 
AND SWISS EFFORTS

BERLIN, Germany, via Amsterdam— 
The German toy trade, which, although 
the worth of its individual products 


the value of more thar 100,000,000 
marks before the war, is one of those 
German industries that has suffered 
most from the outbreak of hostilities. 
Despite present difficulties, however, 
little anxiety as to the future has been 
caused hitherto by the preparations 
made for the organization of a serious 
competition in America and England, 
and latterly in France, as it has been 
held impossible to rival the cheap- 
ness of the German product. Recent 
announcements, however, to the effect 
that Switzerland is contemplating the 
establishment of a new branch of in- 
dustry of this kind, and that she has 
already ride successful experiments 
with pea ants working in their own 
homes, have been taken more seri- 
ously, especially in the region of the 
Saxon Erzgebirge, which is the home 
of the wooden toy trade. Indeed, the 
Dresden Chamber of Commerce has 
already presented a memorial to the 
Saxon Government pointing out that 
the sending of experts and the de- 
livery of raw material: in Switzerland 
for the establishment there of a toy 
industry in which, it is stated, in- 
terned German prisoners are to be 
employed, may permanently injure the 
German trade. 

This move, however, has been the 
signal for a very different one on the 
‘part of various Socialist organs, which 
have taken the opportunity to point 
out that the secret of the unrivaled 
cheapness of the German article is the 
disgracefully low wage that the work- 
ers earn. The various exhibitions of 
home industries that have been held, 
wrote the Vorwarts, have revealed 
terrible pictures of the position of the 
home workers in the toy industry.

Servant Problem 


The girl who is attending college in 
a large city is doing good service in 
helping solve the servant problem. 
particularly for the professional wom- 
an who lives in a small apartment. 


And. at the same time, she is helping - 


pay her own expenses in a much easier 
and pleasanter way tha» she might 
otherwise find. One woman whose 
domestic machinery runs much more 
smoothly than formerly lays it all to 
the intelligent and efficient help she 
gets from a college girl. The apart- 
ment is a small one. The girl. 
dent at a college in that neighborhood, 
comes in every morning at 7:45. 

“She is so punctual that I could set 
my watch by her coming,” said the

lew craftsmen of any century hate evoked, on behalf 
of their work, greater contrasts in opinion than Thomas 
Chippendale of St. Martin’s Lane. There are those who 
describe him as the greatest of all English cabinetmakers, 
and there are others who sav that his designs are over- 
wrought, and reveal nothing of that “architectonte Jteel- 
ing without which there can be no true designing of fur- 
niture.” The lists are ever open for discussion, but, with- 
out entering them, it may at once be said that the work of 
( hippend: ile is obviously heavier in stvle and more gen- 
erous In the matter of ornamentation than the designs 
of Heppelwhite and Sheraton: but, that he was a really 
ereat cabinetmaker may be deduced from the fact that 
the vast majority of people, taday, refer to all mahog gany 
furniture, with any claim to antiquity, as “C “hippendale.” 
However, it is not so much of the things he fashioned, 
as of the man himself, that some mention would here be 
made, although when it comes to biography, tt 1s surpris- 
ing how little is known, .\nd vet, from such little as there 
is, a credible picture of Thomas I]—for his father also 
was called Thomas—may be formed. Thomas [ was a 
cabinetmaker and wood carver of no littl repute, who 
made his chairs, and carved his tables, and drew lis 
designs within sight of the famous,eathedral in the midst 
of the oli city of Worcester, “royal and faithtul.” on the 
banks of the Severn. It is probable that not a little of 
the work attributed to the son is the work of the: father. 
There is, indeed, in existence a set of chairs and settees 
made, apparently at Worcester, at a period when Thomas 


“TLE could have been no more than a child, and they are 


practically identical with much of the work w hich was 
turned out, vears later, from the family factory in St. 
Martin's Lane. 

Whatever should be the exact share of Thomas [ in 
Thomas [Es glory, it is hard to say, but that Thomas IT 
arly joined his father in the business, and that the two, 
with such relations as they had, came up to London, 
somewhere about the vear 1727 are among the few facts 
in Chippendale’s career chat are positively known. There 
is, thereafter, a gap of twenty vears: and when next 
Thomas Hl appears te view he is installed in a 
workshop of his own in Conduit: Street, Long .\cre. 
He is evidently prospering, for, as the monthy pass bv 
and an ever larger number of ladies and gentlemen of 
“«listinetion and taste” ahe@ht at his door, examine his 
wares at much leisure, and call his skill to their ‘Aid. it 
comes to him that he must seek larger and more worthy 
premises. And so he moves round the corner into St. 
Martin’s Lane, No. 60, Later on, as’ business. still 
increases, he takes over three adjoining houses* and 
from there, for many vears afterwards, he sends out his 
chairs, and tables, and settees, and whatnots all over the 
country, 

Chippendale, however, was not content witlf design- 
ing and making furniture: he must ‘needs write a book 
In the vear 1754 he published his famous “The 
Gentleman and C ‘shinee Maker's Director,” which, quite 
apart from its value to the student of furniture, adds 
“uthor, and not a few 
facts as to the story of his estate. Like most books of the 
day, it Was issued by subscription, and the list of sub- 
scribers shows that Thomas had, by that time, secured 
a large and distinguished body of customers. Then the 
introduction, with its dignified. not. to. sav bombastic, 
severity for certain critics — possibly one of them 
Isaac Ware, surveyor to the King, with his animadver- 
sions against “an unmeaning scrawl of C’s inverted and 
looped together’—reveals the man, and helps us to see 
our Thomas more clearly. We see him, as the friend 
of persons of distinction and taste, urged to write a book 
because he and thev have regretted that “an art capable 
of so much perfection and refinement should be executed 
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entertaining . fine contempt for the 
The book ise! ly was dethcated to Hlugh, be.
